To be sure, no city, so far as is of record, has yet 
engaged in the banking business, but many of them are 
just now showing a tremendous official interest in the 
housing problem. Perhaps the really amazing thing 
is that North Dakota, finding itself confronted by oner- 
ous conditions, dared as a State an attempt to work out 
its own salvation. | 

How does it happen that North Dakota does not appea) 
for aid to the general Government and, failing in the 
first effort, continue a pestiferous agitation until some 
sort of relief was forced? That is the customary formu- 
la. Is there a distinctive problem in some section of 
the Union? National laws binding on all must be go 
framed as to meet that particular situation. Are there 
evils to be abated, wrongs to be righted, abuses to be 
corrected? Whoever even thinks of abating or righting 
er correcting them permanently without Washington's 
aid? 

The Washington bureaucracy always lI{stens approv- 
ingly and sympathetically to such appeals. It means 
that ultimately, by hook or crook, more power will come 
to the bureaucracy, more excuses for interfering with 
matters that are not properly Federal business, more 
opportunities for intermeddling. 

Some of the things North Dakota is doing may be 
doubtful, but she at least is doing them herself. Find- 
ing her citizens the victims of economic losses estimated 
as high as $55,000,000 annually in handling and market- 
ing her principal products, she undertook to stop that 
loss and, being unable to obtain capital readily else- 
where, used the State credit to provide the necessary 
money. Perhaps some of the criticism is due, not so 
much to the questionable nature of her enterprises as 
to a habit of thought now much cultivated, to the in- 
stinctive feeling of some that plans ignoring the Federal 
bureaucracy cannot possibly bé the right sort of plans. 

A North Dakota bureaucracy may be developed, but at 
least it will not be one that will.ipcrgase the power 
of the Federal bureaucracy; rather one in rivalry with 
it and dividing its power. North Dakota may fail, but 
if so it will be its own failure. And against failure may 
be set off such great gains as an increased feeling of in- 
dependence and self-reliance, the cultivation of the habit 
of doing things for one’s self and a corresponding dis- 
couragement in the inveterate habit of passing the buck. 

Those are gains to be highly appraised just ‘now. 
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If they keep on the hotel proprietors may revive the 
popularity of the home.

The movement for a business part- 
nership of labor and capital, which 
began before 1914, has now, after 
interruption, been resumed, and the 
widespread and growing interest in 
this program led the World to as- 
‘semble its symposium. In its letter 
‘to the employers, the World quoted 
| President Wilson’s message to Con- 
gress, in which he said: “There is 
‘now, in fact, a real community of in- 
terest between capital and labor, but 
it has never been made evident in 
action. It can be made operative 
and manifest only in a new organi- 
zation of industry. The genius of 
our business men and the sound, 
practical sense of our workers can 
certainly work such a partnership 
out when they once realize exactly 
what it is they seek, and sincerely 
adopt a common eapene with re- 
gard to it.” 

Some of the replies show that the 
subject has been already well stud- 
ied, and plans have become operative 
in extended territory and in diversh 
fied lines of business, so that a fairly 
good estimate may be made at this 
time of the application of partner- 
ship principles in the general rela- 
tions of employer and employed. 


Swift ate on chancel 
Louis F. Swift, the Chicagd pack- 


er, outlines the “Employes’ Stock 
Savings Plan,” which was an- 
nounced by Swift & Co. on May 19 
of this year. Each employe earn- 
ing up to $20 a week was permitted 
to buy one share of Swift & Co.

@ consequence, the doctrines of the human free will, 
the immortality of the soul and the existence of God were 
without foundation, he raised such a pother that all his 
previous industry and important discoveries in science 
were in danger of being forgotten. And when, further, 
he joined a number of other German savants in uphold- 
ing Prussian war methods, his popularity outside of his 
own country was ended. 

But Haeckel was a true scientist and did a real work, 
feaving valuable volumes that may be studied with 
profit, without regard to the author’s conclusion on re- 
ligion. He delved deeply into the history of the little 
known forms of deap sea life, as Fabre did into insect 
life, and himself illustrated his books beautifully, being 
a capable draftsman. By the time he reached his sixtieth 
birthday, in 1894, he had produced no less.than 42 works, 
with 13,000 pages, besides numerous scientific pamphlets. 

Like certain equally great scientists who in their later 
years dabbled in spiritualism, Haeckel would have been 
better entitled te his place in the Hall of Fame had he 
kept strictly to science. When, after 50 or more years 
of atudy of material things, a scientist gets up from his 
microscope or spectroscope and announces that he sees no 
evidence of God or an immortal soul, thinking men are 
not compelled to take him seriously. The utmost in- 
dustry in his special field of study has given him no 
authority to deal with something entirely outside of that 
field. ‘ 

The mischief that may result in such generalizations 
as those of Haeckel in the field of theology arises from 
the fact that a denial of the basic dogmas of religion 
involves, with the majority of persons, a denial of the 
moral law. It is more than probable that Haeckel's 
teachings helped to bring about the moral] ruin of Ger- 
many.

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PEANUTS IN THE SOUTH. 

Peanut growing as an industry owes its beginning to 
an unweleome Mexican visitor, the boll weevil. When 
that pest crossed the Rio Grande laying waste the plan- 
tations the planter was compelled to do something. He 
tried the peanut. It was not an instantaneous success. 
It yielded bountifully, but disposing of it profitably was 
& problem. To a great extent a market had to be cre- 
ated. It was created. The food value of the peanut 
was certified to by dietitians. It was placed before the 
public in a variety of forms—in cakes and oi! and butter. 

A few figures suffice to show the growth of this in- 
dustry, Twenty years ago the annual production amount- 
ed to about 3,000,000 bushels, grown mostly in Virginia. 
The peanut crop this year totals 55,000,000 bushels. It! 
is cultivated in every Southern state. The area devoted | 
to it approximates 2,000,000 acres. Texas, with 12,000,000 
bushels, leads in production. It also leads in acreage.

1918, pardoned two young soldiers | 


sentenced to death for sleeping on post 
in France, the act of clemency was pop- 
ularly approved. The culprits, to be sure, 
had committed the soldier’s gravest of- 
fense. But they were mere boys, new to 
military discipline, as the country itself 
was new to the rigors of war, and to 
have exacted the grim penalty prescribed 
by army law would undoubtedly have 
distressed public sentiment. 

The wisdom of the pardon is now con- 
firmed by the correspondence between 
the Secretary of War and the President 
giving the record of the lads after their 
restoration to duty. One, Sebasti..n, died 
in battle in the Aisne offensive in July, 
1918. The other, Cook, fighting gallantly 
in that engagement and in the Meuse- 
Argonne battle, was twice wounded and 


has been honorably discharged from the, 


service. 

Is there a more dramatic story of the 
war than this? Here were two brave 
and competent soldiers who just missed 
dying shamefully for an offense with 
which tired nature had more to do than 
any willful act of their own, but who, 
through the mercy of their Commander 
in Chief, were allowed to redeem their 
lives andeo acquit themselves with hon- 
or. They were saved from ignominious 
death to become a shining example to 
an army which is rich in records of brav- 
ery. Certainly Lincoln would have liked 
to read this story and to know how his 
precedent of clemency in such cases has 
justified itself today.

5& Per Cent for Benefit. 

The Connecticut Light and Pow- 
er Co, of Waterbury, Conn., says its 
vice president, Irvin W. Day, has 
for several years set aside annually 
5 per cent of its net income for the 
benefit of all employes except exee- 
utive officers. One-half of the 
amount is distributed in cash 
among the employes at quarterly 
intervals, and the other half is 
Placed to their credit in what is 
called the Walfare Fund. The em- 
ployes participate in the distribu- 
tion on the basis of length of serv- 
ice with the company. 


The management of the welfare 

fund is vested in a board tomposed | 
of three officers of the company, who 
may invest it, make loans to em- 
ployes on the security of salary as- 
signments and decide upon the 
amount to be paid an employe leav- 
ing the service of the company.

The State Highway Board, at its, 


last meeting, approved 11 road proj- 
ects calling for an estimated expen- 
diture of $938,650 on 68 miles of 
road.

Now 
that the Federal Bureau of Public 
Roads has assigned a resident engi- 
neer in Missouri to expedite the 
road building movement, these pro)- 
ects will be speedily passed upon by 
the Federal Government, and the 
eontracts for the building will be let 
shortly.

Brake Squeaks. 

Chronic squeaking in the braking 
System is generally due to dirt that 
has been imbedded in the lining 
and is pressed against the drum 
when the brakes are operated. Usu- 
ally this dirt may be washed out 
with kerosene, but if it is so firmiy 
intrenched that it refuses to come 
out with this treatment a little rogin 
mixed with castor oil and applied te 
the bands will cure the trouble. 


Short Circuita. 
There is frequently danger of 
short circuits in the battery because 


of the fact that ono of the terminals 


is located near the metal handle 
used for lifting the battery. To 
obviate this danger it is oniy neces- 
sary to slip a short length of rubber 
tubing over the wire at the point 
mair 
To do this the tubing should be split 
lengthwise, slipped over the wire and 
taped firmly in place. It is a good 
pian to follow this practice wher- 
ever there ix danger of the wires

Pipe Cement. 
Brown shellac mixed with graph- 
ite makes an admirable cement for

Hinge Lubricant. 

Linseed ol] mixed with a emall 
amount of graphite is recommended 
as a lubricant for door hinges and 
latches, whicl? seldom receive at- 
tention In this way. Ordinary cyl- 
inder oll has a tendency to run, 
which is not desirable at this loca- 
tion because the clothes of passen- 
gere are likely to come in contact 
with it. 

Cleaning Seat Covers. 

Seat covers may usually be clean- 
ed very satisfactorily with a nen- 
alkaline soap and warm water. The 
best way to carry out the job ts to 
take the covers off and give them «a 
good scrubbing on the board. 

Vaseline for Terminals, 

The car owner should not forget 
that ordinary vaseline is perhaps the 
best medium available for coating 
battery terminals and connecters. 
The vaseline has the great advan- 
tage of preventing corrosion from

Should the 
points become dirty. gummy, un- 
even or worn misfiring will be fair- 
ly sure to result. The distributer 
arm which turns around and passes 
the spark to the segments, whence 
it is carried by wires to the spark 
plugs, must be clean at the end and 
the segments also must be clean. 

It is important also that the high 
tension wires to the spark plug 
make good contacts at both distrib- 
uter and spark plug ends. The ca- 
bles must be kept perfectly insu- 
lated. 

The plugs also are a possible loca- 
tion of trouble. They must not be 
dirty at the points. nor must the i: 
sulators be cracked. It is important 
also to watch the distance of separa- 
tion in the plug points. A worn 
dime usually serves as a good gauge 
to determine if the sparking points 
are correctly separated. 


It its characteristic of ignition 
trouble that it usually sticks to one 
single cylinder. This is not always 
the case, as missing sometimes runs 
up and down the line. When you 
have occasion to suspect ignition 
trouble begin working at the spark 
| plug, after you have located the cy!- 
inder that is at fault. Take the plug 

~ | @ut and lay it on @op of the cylinder. 
Crank the engine by hand with the 
| switch turned to battery. If the plug 
fires it is not to blame. If the spark 
is weak, however, it may be that it 
is not strong enough to fire under 
compression. If there is doubt as to 
just where the trouble lies, this op-

each plug until the guilty one is 
found.

Auto ( oO | After a cylinder has been detected 
e as not firing the first step to take\is 
to eXamine the spark plug. If the 
plug proves up, trace the wiring 
back to the ignition unit. Gum or 
dirt on the interrupter points should 
be cleaned off with a few drops or 
kerosene. If these points are un- 
| even they may be touched up with 
a megneto or jeweler’s file. If they 
are too far apart or too near togeth- 

er, by all means adjust them. 

In the four-unit coil system any 
maladjustment of the coil interrupt- 
ers will probably cause misfiring.

He saw 200 days’ action at the 
front. At Soissons, while he was yet 
a private, he received a brigade cita- 
tion.

His 
gang,’ as he calls the men of his 
division, had been fighting five days 
without food or water. They were 
eating what they could “’ind in the 
effects of the dead around them. The 
machine-gun fire was terrific. Vol- 
unteers were asked for to head pa- 
trols to go out and bring in food. 

Ellis was the first to step forward. 
He set out in the face of a murder- 
ous fire with eight men. Three of 
them came back. One of his men

| Is Expected to Order 


Change Early This Week 
—Executive Session Held. 


Special to the Post-Dispatc 

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 30.— 
All indications here tonight are that 
the Public Service Commission will 
increase street car fares in St. Louis 
by an order to be delivered early 
next week. The new rate will be an 
8 or 10 cent maximum for single 
rides, with a rate of 7 or 7% cents, 
if tickets or tokens are bought in 
larger numbers. 

The commission will not adopt the 
zone plan suggested by officials of 
the company, and urged by R. Per- 
ry Spencer, chief counsel to the 
commission. because the commission 
believes such a radical change in 
the system of fares would create 
a serious disturbance in real estate 
values throughout the city. 

Increase Conceded. 

The commission met in executive 
session today, and probably voted 
upon its verdict, but the result will 
not be made public until the opin- 
ion and order can be prepared Dy a 
member who voted with the major- 
ity. 

At least one member of the com- 
mission is said to favor a T-cent 
fare. when tickets are bought in 
bulk, another favors an §-cent fare. 

Everybody interested in the deci- 
sion concedes that the commission 
wilt order an increase tn fares. No 
application by a utility corporation 
of any prominence has been denied 
by the commission for many months. 
The street railway company in Kan- 
sas City was given $-cent maximum 
fares, with tickets selling at 7 cents 
each if bought in groups of 59. 

The maximum wage in Kansas 
City is 48 cents an hour for motor- 
/-men and conductors, while in 8t. 
Louis the maximum is 60 cents un- 
der the recent ruling of the com- 
mission. which sat as a board of ar- 
bitration. This ruling has been ac- 
cepted by the company. 

Will Hear Protest Tuesday. 

The commission will hear a pro- 
test from a citizens’ committee of 
Kirkwood and St. Louis County resi- 
dents at the hearing room in Jef- 
ferson City Tuesday morning at 19 
© clock. 

Immediately after that hearing. 
the commission will prepare its or- 
der in the case, so that the increase 
-to be granted will be available for 
paying the increased wages.

Commission Will Hear Protest of 
Kirkwood Citizens Tuesday. 

The Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission in Jefferson City yesterday, 
after receiving a telegraphic protest 
from a mass meeting in Kirkwood 
against granting the petition of ne- 
ceiver Wells of the United Railways 
for permission to increase the street 
car fare from Kirkwood to St. Louis 
from 11 to 22% cents, set the mat- 
ter for hearing in Jefferson City 
Tuesday morning. 

This is an indication that the com. 
mission will not put inte effect. be- 
fore later in the week at least. in- 
creased street car fares on the 
county lines. The company asked 
that increases in city and county 
fares be ordered effective Monday. 
when the wage increase recently ai- 
lowed by the commission becomes ef- 
fective. 

The application on the Meramec 
Highlands line, which serves Kirk: 
wood, is for the creation of twe 
zones between the western limits of 
St. Louis and Kirkwood At present 
the fare is 5 cents from Maplewood 
to Kirkwood. The company is ask- 
ing that it be made 15 cents. and that 
the fare from the city limits dcown- 
town be made 7% cents, a total of 
22% cents. 

More than 690 residents of K'rk- 
wood met Friday night and formu- 
lated a protest. declaring that the 
increased fare would ruin the town 
of Kirkwood in that many persons 
residing there and emplored in St. 
Louis would move into the city. and 
Kirkwood real estate values would 
suffer.

Belleville, at 9 
o'clock this morning, to enlist for 
the march. The exact time of start- 
ing was announced.

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FFICIALS of the Board of 
Education, principals and 
teachers and educational 
authorities generally 
agree that the record of 
Miss Fanny M. Bacon, 
who recently resigned 
from 4he principalship of the Marquette 
School after a continuous service of 56 
years, is unequaled anywhere in the 
country. Impaired heaith and not old 
age caused this remarkable woman 
to give up her.work. Though her years are abundant, 
it was only when her robust health began to fail 
that she reluctantly laid down the duties that have 
been first in her affections since she an as a very 
young girl in the middle of the Civil War days to 
teach the children of St. Louis. 

Many of the boys and girls who received their first 
lessons from Miss Bacon now have grandchildren of 
their own, and these pupils of other days are among 
the most devoted friends of the teacher who just 
wouldn't grow old. Daily contact and Intimate asso- 
ciation with children kept her young in thought and 
feeling, and her great love for her life's profession was 
the inspiration that urged her on, wholly indifferent to 
the inexorable flight of time. 

In the fall of 1863, when St. Louis was a sadly dis- 
rupted municipality due to the war and the conflicting 
emotions of its citizenship, Fanny Bacon, a slip of a 
girl, with unbounded enthusiasm, applied for a position 
us teacher and obtained an appointment. Ira Divoll 
was at the head of the St. Louis system, which was 
then very limited. There were less than 5000 enrolled 
pupils in the schools, and as Garrison avenue was then 
in the outskirts of the town, the buildings were all 
east of Jefferson avenue and supplied only indifferent 
accommodations. Before her beginning, it had been 


the rule to separate the boys and girls and the prac-. 


tice was continued for some time. thereafter, with 
reference particularly to the older pupils. With the 
youngest children it was not considered necessary to 
require the enforcement of such a rule and little boys 
and girls were admitted to the same schools. 


The Madison School had just been opened at Seventh 


.and Hickory streets and as that section of the city was 


densely populated the school was crowded, hence it 
was fgqund necessary to maintain a small branch at 209 
Chouteau avenue. Miss Bacon was assigned to: this 
little establishment and there faced her first pupils. 
At that time the schools were small and a sudden rush 
of enrollments would create a panic among the offi- 
cials whose duty it was to supply facilities. A school 


such as the Patrick Henry of the present-day system , 


would care for more pupils than any three of the larg- 
est buildings in use when Miss Bacon launched her 
career as a teacher. 

From her little school at Second and Chouteau, the 
former site of which is now occupied by the piers of 
the municipal bridge, she went to the big Madison, 
which had as many as eight rooms, all filled with 
sturdy youngsters whose parents were among the fore- 
most people of the city, as that district was then set- 
tled by the oldest and wealthiest families, some of 
whose descendants ere now among the well-to-do of 
St. Louis. After a year she was transferred to the 
Franklin; at Eighteenth and Lucas avenue, which had 
the distinction of being the largest school in the city. 
Though it had but 12 rooms, it enrolled over 1400 
children in one year, which necessitated double sessions 
and limited hours for the pupils. 


No one in those days thought of portable schools that 
could be readily moved about to care for such emer- 
ga@mcies. it was a long jump at that time from Second 
and Chouteau to Eighteenth and Lucas, but Miss Bacon 
being ambitious, did not allow this transfer to awe 
her in the least. She went up to the Franklin and 
took charge of one of the highest classes and made a 
record that greatly pleased the principal. There were 
some rough and ready boys there who did not take 
Kindly to the confinement and restraint attending any 
system of education. Tact and diplomacy, however, 
suved the situation for the teacher, and the more as- 
sertive of the boys soon fell under the spell that went 
with her system of imparting training “a education 
a: one and the same time. She violent 
and soon manifested her abi to ceaiieieha discipline 
in fields where it had bitherto more or less disre- 
gurded. 

She moved in chene to the Eads Sc 
and Pine and later found herself at the Elliot at Fif- 
teenth and Walnut, which was also largely attended. 
lv 1887 she went back to the Franklin as principal and 
remained there until the Marquette School was built, 
at Sarah and McPherson, in 1895. Here for 24 years 
she directed a large organization of teachers and pu- 
pils and preserved a maximum of efficiency in all her 
grades. During the latter part of the season which

Hence, when a Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine writer 
visited her at her nephew's home in Salt Lake City, he 
found it no easy matter to induce her to talk about

herself and her remarkable teaching career. She had 
been quite ill, but was feeling greatly improved when 
her visitor called. 

“You will find me a poor subject,’ she said, when 
the prelimingry greetings were over. “I have no 
story for you, so far as I can see.” 

But with a little urging and a suggestion now and 
then she was induced to tell something of her long and 
noteworthy service. And it gpon transpired that it was 
not the formal and technical side of her teaching years 
that remained uppermost in her thoughts. She said 
little or nothing about pedagogical plans and prin- 
ciples, the routine of schoolroom work or the develop- 
ment of educational ideas. She was thinking most of 
the human side of her long experience in the schools— 
-her thousands of boys and girls, the teachers who had 
been under her direction, the splendid men and wom- 
en with whom she had been associated, the many 
friends she had made—these were the subjects nearest 
her heart. 

“Some of my boys are grandfathers now,” she said, 
“but somehow they are still my boys.” Then she told 
of how a gray-haired man not long before had come 
ta see her to renew a friendship formed many years 
ago when he was a youngster in her school. 

“And I get wonderful letters,” she said. “Sometimes 
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it has been a long, long time since 
| have seen the boy or girl that 
writes, but a letter comes, reminding 
me of the old dayé and wishing me 
well. These are some of the compen- 
sations.” 

Nor do the boys and girls of later 
generations forget their former teach- 
er and friend. Miss Bacon's face 
beamed as she spoke of the many 
ith letters that came to her from over- 

seas during the late war. Some 
of her boys, answering the call of duty, had gone 
to fight for the cause their country had espoused, and 
even amid the weary toil and the stress of the training 
camp or the battlefield itself, they had paused to think 
of their old teacher and to send her their greetings 


- and their love. 


Miss Bacon was delighted, too, in recounting that 
since she left the school where she spent so many hap- 
py years, the teachers and pupils who still are there 
have joined in warm and affectionate letters to her. 


“My teachers have been most loyal,” she said. ‘No 
one could ask for more willing and faithful workers 
than most of them have been. And the boys and 
girls, one learns to love them. Of course, once in a 
while you find an unruly one among them; that is 
only natural. I recall one boy who flew into a rage 
and threatened me—said he would ‘break my head.’ 
But that kind is by far the exception; most boys and 
girls are lovable and good.” ; 

Miss Bacon spoke of some of the educational lead- 
ers of St. Louis with whom she had long been asso- 
ciated and whom she holds in affectionate esteem. 
At this point, thinking to record some of their names, 
the writer took out pencil and paper. It was a strate- 
gical error. Quick came the warning:

“He was my beloved friend and helper,” she said. 
“In his inspiration and assistance he was as good as 
a college to me.”

Not all of Miss Bacon's helpful activities have been 
confined strictly to school work. For 15 years she 
served on the Library Board, and she looks back with 
no little pleasure on this service. At the time of the 
World’s Fair in St. Louis she had the distinctive rec- 
ognition of being selected to serve on the international 
jury. 

In the reminiscences’ of her early yeara of teaching 
Miss Bacon recalled the formation of the pedagogical 
society. 

“It was formed,” she said, “by a *number of high 
school men, and at first’—here she smiled-——‘‘women 
were not admitted.” 

“That fact didn't bother me, though,” she went on, 
“for at that time I was very much interested in parties, 
dances and the like and found plenty to amuse me 
when I was out of school. Ldter, however, women were 
admitted and I became an active member.” 


Miss Bacon thought there was no particular mes- 
sage she had to leave with those who are to carry 
on the work which she has been obliged to lay, down. 

“The work will go on, naturally,” she said. “It 
will grow and broaden gradually, just as it has in the 
past. No message of mine would have any particular 
effect on this. -I hope, of course, that the teachers 
and all who are giving their lives to the schools will 
be successful and will find in their work the happiness 
and the satisfaction that I have found. For me it has 
been a most beautiful life. I have no regrets—except 
that my body gave way and I! have to leave the work 
I loved to do. Were I able to do so, I would return to 
it tomorrow.” 

During her 56 years’ service Miss Bacon saw the at- 
tendance at the public schoels grow from 5000 to 195,000 
and the population of the city increase itself four or 
five fold. She saw, the rude accommodations for the 
children improved until it was conceded generally that 
this city had the best school buildings in the United 
States. Following the death of Prof. Harris she served 
under Supts. Edward H. Long, F. Louis Soldan, Ben 
Blewett and Dr. John W. Withers, who now directs the 
educational work.

HOPPING down trees is one of the most ancient 

practices. But do you know how to chop down a 
tree properly? You don’t. There is science in felling 
a forest giant, and tree chopping is dangerous sport 
If you don't believe that, peruse the following rules 
which the scouts are taught to observe when they put 
the ax to the trunk (which they don't do unless they 
are in a district where tree felling is permissible): 

it is important before beginning to chop to cut away 
all brush within reach of the ax, so that you may swing 
ii without striking anything. Serious accidents often 
hafipen when the ax strikes even a slight twig, which 
is liable to deflect the blade so that it strikes the chop- 
per’s leg instead of the tree trunk. 

Make your first notch half-way or more through the 
trunk of the tree. Then cut the second notch on the 
opposite side of the tree, a trifle higher than the first 


notch. The tree will fall in the direction of the lower 
notch. Thus you can fell the sapling in any direction 
you wish. 


Do not stand directly behind a tree that is about to 
fall. The trunk is liable 10 kick—that is, to shoot back- 
ward. A kicking tree often results in fatal accidents. 

Do not try to fell a tree against the wind. If you 
want to bring it down in the direction from which the 
wind is blowing wait till the wind dies down or blow’ 
from the right quarter.

HE Indians are the traditional scouts, and the boys 

on the trail drink dg€ply at the fount of aboriginal 
wisdom. The scout mé@vement is based largely on a 
back-to-the-Indian idea.» The boys are led into the 
woods and there taught to read signs of nature, as the 
tomahawk bearer used to do by himself, even as a duck- 
ling swims. ' 

What the Indian did is invested with a sadred author- 
ity, a fact which gives weight to the follqwing items 
extracted from redskin traditions, as J/mparted to 
juvenile foresters: 

Polluted water is always a danger. The Indian knew 
this full well, although his bacterial learning was 
primitive enough. The whooping brave had a way of 
purifying water from a stagnant pond or swamp by 
‘digging a hole about a foot acroas and about six inches 
deep below the water level, a few feet distant from the 
pond. The hole would fill with water seeping from 
the pond. The Indian would bail it out quickly and 
repeat the process several times. After about the third 
bailing the hole would fill with filtered water. 

The aborigihes had a method of protecting them- 
selves from cramps, those well-known terrors so likely 
te attend upon a sudden plunge into cold water. Com- 
ing upon a bathing pool, the coppery aspirer to a 
trudgeon crawl, after peeling off his feathers and beads, 
and before entering the chilly water, vigorously ruby 
the pit of his stomach with the dry palms of his hana 
(the picture is delightfally Indianesque). This. rubbing 
takes about a minute. Then he dashes cold waier 
over his stomach and continues the rubbing for another 
minute. Then he is ready for a crampless swim.

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Why John McCormack Quit the “Trish Villag 


an 
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T US generally known that John McCormack, 
when a youth of 19, began his public careef as a 
singer in St. Louis 15 vears ago, at the Irish 
Village exhibit of the Louisiana Purchase Ex- 
position, in Forest Park. Since the tenor’s 
meteoric_rise to fame, a certain mystery has 
been created as to the circumstances under 
which, in 1904, he shook the dust of St. Louis from his 
feet. A recent investigation showed that even to this 
day several directors of the Irish Village remained un- 
certain as to the exact reason why McCormack abruptly 
withdrew from the engagement and returned to Ire- 
land. 

The question is brought up once more by the pub- 
lication a few days ago of what McCormack de- 
scribes as his “one and only authorized biography.” 
It bears the title of “John McCormack: His Own Life 
Story.’ It was transcribed by Pierre V. R. Key. and 
it is published by Small, Maynard & Co. 

The tenor devotes a number of pages to his St. Louis 
experience, and the manner of the telling reveals a 
rancor of feeling which the years have not eliminated. 
He confesses, however, that it was in this city that 
he proposed to and Was accepted by his wife, who was 
Miss Lily Foley, also a singer at the Irish Village: 
he also states that it was in St. Louis that he received 
his first impetus towards a course of study in Italy. 

The preface should also be made that prior to 
coming to the Louisiana Purchase Exposition at a sal- 
ary of $48.50 a week, McCormack had sung in a Dublin 
choir at $125 a year, and at concerts for which he was 
paid from $2.50 to $5 each. He had gained a certain 
celebrity by winning. on May 14, 1903, the competition 


for tenors at the Feis Coeil, an Irish musical festival: ° 


On the same day and at the same festival Miss Foley 
won the contest for sopranos. 


McCormack recalls that it was an April day, with 
the dull summer season for tenors approaching, when 
he was visited by “a certain Mr. Riordan, from St. 
Louis, Mo., U. S. A.’ The name is misspelled, for the 
man was the late James A. Reardon. He represented 
the. owners of the Irish Village, then being built at 
the World's Fair, and he had been sent to Ireland to 
recruit a troupe of actors and singers With the 
proper correction of spelling made, the tenor'’s ac- 
count. follows: | 

“Reardon was one of that direct type of man, who 
curtails whatever preliminaries another might indulge. 
He was willing, he stated, to furnish me transportation 
to St. Louis and return to Dublin, pay me 10 pounds 
u week and guarantee an engagement of six. months. 
Irn return for all this—which loomed a fortune to me-- 
1 was to appear twice a day in the performance to 
he given at the Irish Village, a performance partly 
musical and partly theatrical. Some of it, I was to 
discover, was not considerate of the Irish people. 

“Reardon was a plausible man and the thought of 
a Visit to the United States anything but distasteful. 
Friends, whose advice I sought, influenced me to ac- 
cept, which was what I was moved to do. I conse- 
quently signed the contract that Reardon prepared.” 


‘he tenor tells how he arrived in this city, “weary, 
dirty and in need of refreshing.” “I was taken,” he 
says, “to a boarding house, where accommodations 
had been reserved for me (those were not days of suf- 
ficient affluence to permit the luxury of a first-class 
hotel): and my first efforts lay in the direction of 
soap and much water.”’ 

iie also needed a shave, and the account of his ad- 
venture in obtaining it parallels that of not a few 
complaints made to the police by strangers within our 
pates. He went to a barber shop near the Union Sta- 
tion and was presented with a bill of $1.60 for a shave 
and a shine. His opinion of the United States in gen- 
eral and of St Louis in particular there received its 
first shock. 

At the end of the first week at the Irish Village he 
got another shock. “I had accepted the tender of 10 
pounds a week,” he explains. “Well, in my mind, a 
pound in Engtish money Is $5 in America’s, so | natur- 
ally expected to receive $50. But what do you suppose 
that businesslike Reardon paid me* 

“He paid me $48.50; that’s what 10 pounds came to, 
figuring the prevailing rate of exchange. (MeCormack’s 
Boswell here interpolates the remark that the tenoi 
hadn't recovered from his disgust and “it Is probable 
he never will”) But 1 realized Reardon was within 
his rights. We argued the matter. When | saw bis 
determination I knew it was no use.

assure you, a most unfavorable impression of America 
upon. my unworldly mind. Of course, it was transi- 
tory. I've laughed since, yet I stil] have a sympathetic 
feeling for that lonely boy, John McCormack: only 19, 
ir a strange land thousands of miles from home and 
being mistreated.” 

Then comes his account of why he resigned from the 
Irish Village troupe, after “intuition had flashed a 
message that there was trouble ahead.” 

“One afternoon,” he says, “six weels after commenc- 
ing that engagement, | saw something on the stage 
of the theater that aroused: my Irish blood in hot re- 
sentment. The Irish people are my people, and I'll 
not stand by and have them mistreated or slurred. 


“J was ready to go on, and stood to one side in the 
wings, when one of the members of the company—a 
new member-—passed me and stepped before the audi- 
ence. He was made up with red sidewhiskers, a bit of 
putty on the end of his nose to give it a further tilt 
upwards, and he wore a green coat. From his mouth 
protruded a clay pipe. My first impulse was to follow 
and forcibly remove this caricature of an Irishman from 
the stage; prudenge, however, forbade. I stood for a 
few moments watching his clownish antics: remained 
as long as my patience endured, and then I sought the 
management of the theater. 


“I explained that this man was insulting a fine peo- 
ple, and requested that his ‘act,’ as it was called, be 
eliminated, or at least remodeled to truthful lines. The 
manager only curled his lip. ‘He is amusing the peo- 
ple, and that’s why we hired him.’ 


“I was furious to the point of being ready to fight. 
Again I demanded the removal of the offensive act, 
which was positively refused. Then | played what | 
considered my trump card ‘Either he goes,’ I said, ‘or 
I go.’ The manager inclined his head and replied, 
‘Very well.’ 

“IT received what was due me that afternoon, and 
never again did I sing in that place.” 

Since James A. Reardon died about a year ago, 
McCormack’'s version of the matter was laid be-, 
fore the former's son, J. Vincent Reardon, who says 
that he attended virtually every performance at the 
Irish Village, and became well acquainted with both 
McCormack and Miss Foley. 

“At that time,” says Reardon, “McCormack was too 
green and raw a youth to have taken any notice of 
such a caricature as he speaks of; so far as I can 
remember. no such burlesque occurred. McCormac« 
quit near the end of the Irish Village exhibit. I always 
understood it was on account of arrears in pay. The 
exhibit was not a paying proposition. , 

“Miss Foley often expressed her delight over the 
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opportunity to make the trip to America, and McCor- 
mack, | seem to remember, was similarly delighted, 
At any rate, he was making more money than he ever 
saw in his life. His habits were eccentric; sometimes 
he wouldn't sing, and sometimes he had to be begged 
to appear. However, a current story that he was dis- 
charged is untrue.”’ 

Kdward Devoy was chairman of the Advisory Com- 
mittee of the Irish Village, and asserts that “it was 
the cleanest show on the Pike, with no crude or rough 
work tolerated.” 

“So far as | recall,” he states, “there was only one 
exception to this rule. Through a theatrical agency a 
woman dancer was engaged; in her act she proceeded 
to kick at an undignified height. She was fired after 
her first performance. 

“McCormack’s singing delighted us all. I have never 
heard anyone before or since, except Aimself, who could 
sing Irish songs as he did, even then. All of a sudden 
he disappeared. It is news to me that he quit for 
the reason he states. My impression has always been 
that he had some throat trouble, got frightened over 
the climate, and rushed back to Ireland. 

“The Irish Village was promoted to advance the in- 
terests of Ireland, and no burlesque at the expense of 
the Irish would have been endured.” 

John P. Leahy was a member of the board of direc- 
tors of the Irish Industrial Exhibit Co., owners of the 
lrish Village He, also, was surprised to learn the 
cause to which the tenor attributes his withdrawal 
from the troupe, but confirms his narrative to the ex- 
tent of asserting that for a performance or so there 
was an objectionable “act” of the character described 
by McCormack. 

“The management,” he relates, “did engage some 
vaudeville performers here in America, and one of them 
did, as [| recall it, present a gross caricature of an 
Irishman along the lines indicated by McCormack. 

“After seeing this person perform, | Went to Mr. 
Thomas F. Hanley, president of the exhibit, and told 
him that unless the objectionable feature was elimi- 
nated I would resign from the board of directors. and 
urge the Irish societies with which | was affiliated 
to take effective action. Hanley assured me that the 
act in question had been put on witbout his know!l- 
edge, that he had not seen it, and that he would at- 
tend -the next performance to see whether my protest 
was justified. 

“He kept his promise, and immediately ordered the 
act taken off. I never knew before that this was the 
reason McCormack left us. My understanding was tbat 
Dr. Peter T. Cunningham, at whose house on Pine 
street, near Jefferson avenue, I engaged lodgings tor 
McCormack, was responsible for his leaving. Dr. Cun- 
ningham was always dinning in his e&rs that he was 
wasting his time in St. Louis, and that he ovght to 
throw up his engagement and go at once to Italy to pre- 
pare himself for a great career.” 

In his book MeCormack mentions a “Dr. Cameron” 
whom he met in St. Louis, and who said to him: “You 
heve a future, young man, but this climate isnt the 
best one for your. voice. Italy is the place for you; 
Italy. with its balmy air and its singing teacners. You 
mustn't stay here, lad, the climate will ruin your deli- 
cate voice. If you can't get out of this engagement [11 
give you a doctor's certificate.” 

Leahy is certain that the “Dr. Cameron” referred to 
was Dr. Cunningham, and that the name became con- 
fused in MeCormack’s memory after a decade and a 
half. The tenor states that he has never seen ‘ Dr. 
Cameron” since, though trying very hard to discover 
his whereabouts. “I feel that I owe him a debt,” he 
says, “and that the period, of payment Is long paat 
due.” Dr. Cunningham left St. Louis sevéral years 
ago and is now practicing in New York, according to 
Leahy. 

McCormack did not appear again ip this city until 
1912. when he was soloist with the Morning Choral 
Club. He returned again in 1915 for a recital at the 
Odeon, where his temperament was offended by youths 
and girls giegling in a box, by a society reporter circu- 
lating about after names, and by policemen chatting In 
the rear of the auditorium... He stopped in the middle 
of the program to reprimand the offenders from the 
stage, and was quoted as saying that he would never 
again sine in this city. However, he retirned tor a 
coneert at the Coliseum last February, and the cne 
night's receipts—for the singer who etarted his career 
here at $48.50 a week—totaled more than $12,000, while 
his audience numbered SCHED,

This the National Bureau for the Advancement of 
Music is prepared to prove, among other ways, by a 
voluminous book of clippings from all parts of the 
country. The headlines run something like this: “Dal- 
las (Tex.) Department Store Inaugurates Music for 
Efficiency,” “Large Connecticut Factory Utilizes Claass- 
ical Tunes to Increase Production,” “Verdl and Bizet 
Speed Up Typista in New York Office.” There are 
scores of newspaper cuttings, and it is evident that a 
large movement is under way. At the first impression 
ii all sounds pretty fantastic, but then you get the his 
torical sense of it, and it seems queer that music is 
jifht beginning as a factor In modern industry, since 
music bas been utilized to aid labor from the oldest 
times.

SBORGE MULIER, or Mueller, as he is per- 
haps better known by those with whom 
he has been associated, does not claim to 
be an artist. In his own estimation he 
is only a retired chef and pastry took, 
who, having sufficient income from his 
life's savings to supply his limited needa, 
finds much pleasure in building towers, churches, pa- 
godas and forts out of a sugary substance which hard. 
ens rapidly, once it is molded. Daily at his rooms at 
1810 Olive street he sits at a marble top table and 
molds his sticky material, which is a mixture of 
sugar, whites of eges, flour and cum tragacanth. The 
zum tmparta the cement-like firmness that holds the 
structure together and furnishes the durability that 
insures a measure of permanency, if it is desired, to 
the finished product 

And while he works he wears the habiliments of his 
former profession, even to the white cap; and pinned 
on the left breast of his jacket is the medal given 
him at the St. Louis World's Fair for his candied 
replica of the celebrated French fort at Belfort, a cita 
del of atrength that so long defied the most powerfu! 
artillery brought up by the German forces in the 
hranco-Prussian War. 

Mulier is a quaint Httle old man and when he first 
took up his lodgings at his present home, the other 
roomers wondered why he stayed indoors most of the 
time, with his shades drawn and his doors locked 
Some of them thought he was a sculptor, while others 
formed the conclusion that he was an inventor working 
on something that In time might set the world by the 
ears; but this speculation did not disturb the retired 
chef and pastry cook a particle: he just stuck to his 
molding, and when he had completed a perfect model of 
a church, with all the altars, crosses, bell and other 
appurtenances, he opened his doors and asked his 
neighbors to come and behold They were pleased 
with the exhibition and even more so with his promise 
to show them his reproduction of the Roosevelt memo- 
rial tower, which was dedicated July 4, in the Black 
Hille 

This piece of art in candy he expects to have com 
pleted early in September, as the process is necessarily 
slow, paPicularly in the reproduction of figures. The 
tower Vill be four feet in height and he hopes to get a 
fairly accurate resemblance to Col. Roosevelt in the 
candy figure that will be formed to represent him. He 
has not decided what he will do with his miniature of 
the memorial when it ia finished, but if it comes up 
to his expectations he may present it to one of the 
soldier organizations 

Mulier. who was boru in Chicago, of Alsatian parents 
i) vears ago. is very fond of France and speaks the 
language like a native He also speaks German quite 
as well, and i# able._to take care of himself in other 
languages and dialects, as he spent many years in bie 
earlier life at sea as a ship cook. Because two of the 
principal ships on which he served as pastry cook 
vere loet at sea, while he was safely berthed on other 
vessels. he believes that he was not born to be drowned 
Lone association with sailors has made him supersti 
tious and his conviction is strong that when it comes 
hia time to die he will not be on the verge of a water) 
grave. The great liners that went to the bottom while 
he was detached were the Majestic of the White Star 
line and the Elbe of the Hamburg-American fleet <A: 
eordinge to his story, both were lost at sea just after 
he had left Utem to tale up other engagements 

Following ‘the sea, however, claimed only part of his 
time, as he specialized in his profession of making 
cendy decorations for wedding cakes in many places 
and over a jong period § It was the practice and train- 
ing gatherel in this pursuft that led him to go into it 
on a largér scale as a pastime 

“Undgratand,” he says, with a decidedly foreign ac- 
cent. "A do not make these things now for the market 
or asia means of making money. | have worked hard 
ell my life and | laid away enough money to keep me 
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George Mulier and _ one 
going on the modest income that comes to me in inter- 
est from time to time. I! am all alone now, because 
my two grown sons who enlisted in the United States 
army at the beginning of the war, are in Germany with 
the occupation forces. They cannot be mustered out, 
as they are needed to interpret. and as they speak 
both French and German, like nearly all the people of 
Alsatian descent, they find their services very 
often in demand. One is in Koeln, and the other is 
assigned to the army at Coblenz, and, of course, I am 
hoping that when the peace treaty is concluded | will 
see them again, when we will have a grand reunion. 
Then |! will make something in candy to typify that 
happy meeting. But, please don't call this an art, as it 
is nothing of the kind. It is a knack that comes with 
long practice and much patience. 


“Il began making houses, casties and churches years 
azo, just after finishing my apprenticeship as a pastry 
cook. Then | used only. gingerbread, and in Chicago, 
where | began, they called me the ‘gingerbread man.’ 
Later, when we got orders for wedding cakes, | be- 
gan making smaller decorations, such as cupids, angels 
and flower work. When I retired from the sea, after 
many vovaces over Most of the great oceans and seas, 
| settled down in New York and found employment in 
a large confectionery. It was in this place that I re- 
ceived an object lesson that made me take up this 
special kind of work, which, by the way, had its 
origin either in Alsace or Bavaria, | am not certain 
which, hundreds of vears ago. lt was brought to the 
highest development in France by decorators who were 
undoubtediv real artists 


“One day while | was working in this shop a the- 
atrical man who had an abundance of means came in 
and offered a large sum for a reproduction of a Chinese 
pagoda that would be large enough to hold a young 
woman dancer who was then quite the rage in that 
city The work was to be delivered in 10 days and it 
was stipulated that it be made of candied materials. 
The proprietor shook his head and said he had no 
workmen who could undertake such a task. Now it 
happened that before going to New York | had served 
on a large German vessel! that had been pressed into 
service to deliver to the Chinese Government two 
naval veeels which had just been built in Stettin. When 
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of his candy creations. 

we turned these war vessels over to China we had 
pienty of time for shore leave, and I speht mine study 
ing the pagodas and other quaint buildings ther: 

“| volunteered to undertake the job, which was de 
livered within the required time, and it proved the big 
surprise at a theatrical wedding. After the couple were 
married, the cord attached to the covering, which con-

cealed the pagoda, resting on a table with the wedding ~ 


cake and presents, was pulled and there stood the 
uancer in the candy building, ready for her part in 
the entertainment, which consisted of a dance and a 
recitation suitable to the occasion.

pose. And just think, | worked on that reproduction 
for seven days and nights. 


“During the World's Fair in St. Louis I had & posi- 
tion with one of the concessionaires and made many 
decorations for cakes and special purposes. One of 
these was a perfect reproduction of the great French 
fort at Belfort, which earned me the medal. That 
piece was placed with a candy exhibit in the French 
building. Then | made other set pieces, one of which 
was a miniature of King Ludwig's second great 
schioss, and this included a figure of that Bavarian 
monarch. One of the last orders | made for pay was 
in Oklahoma City, where a club commissioned me to 
make a miniature of the railroad station there, with 
a train in position and passengers leaving the coaches 
Now I have done my share of work and hereafter I will! 
make these things just for pastime, as we must keep 
employed in some way, since idleness is not good for 
anyone 

“I find it a real pleasure to get my plan laid out 
and then start with the base. I take the best sugar, 
whites of perfectly fresh eggs, & little flour and the 
gum tragacanth, which sets the composition with the 
same solidity that we get from cement. It is a veg 
etable mixture, which comes from a tree grown in 
the mountains of Asia Minor, and it is well adapted 
for this kind of work. The candy mixture is molded 
just like clay and can be worked with the fingers into 
any shape desired. | find it much easier to put up
